2. References dealt with approval and forwarding of lists 
concerning Sixth Fleet targets requiring sanitized KH-4 
photography. In the DIA message to the military elements 
concerned, it was requested that a report be made when 
materials were received on board the Sixth Fleet attack 
carriers for the purpose of determining reaction time. 

This data has now been assembled and it may be of value to 
have recorded the sequence of events and the time element 
involved in getting special materials such as these to 
operational units.
